' COURTEOUS READER, 


' = E following Diſcourſe was preached for the 
promotion of a Charity whoſe patrons are ſome 
of the firſt names in the kingdom. When firſt de- 
liuered I had not the leaſt thought of its appearing 
in print. But from the favourable acceptance it 
then found, and the repeated requeſts of my friends 
I have ventured to publiſh it, The ſecretary's letter 
to acquaint me of my turn, being. appointed on that 
day, did not come to band, The confequence Was, 
that I knew nothing of it till the day before from 
the public papers. Being then under a neceſſity of 
going a ſeventy miles journey, I did not return till 
about two hours before ſervice began, and had only © 
time to put down the principal heads on a ſmall 
piece of paper. TI mention this to obtain candor and 
prevent criticiſms : and being a ſtranger in a ftrange © 

country, have uo friend to give it a correcting band. 
But leaſt from a paſſage in this diſcourſe ſome may 
be inclined to credit one out of many falſe reports 
_ that have prevailed conrerning me, I take this op- 
portunity to ſay I never was Curate to Dr. Dodd. 
When I was engaged to take the duty of Bedford 
Chapel, Charlotte ftreet, the Doctor was in France. 
He had lett the chapel for two years to the clergy- 
man who engaged me. On Dr. D. return ts 
a Tondon, 
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London, he preached there one part of the day by 


permiſſion. I had no acquaintance with him till 
that time, which was about two months before his 


unhappy affair. 


Nor is there any more foundation. in truth for 
that report © that I have endeavoured to give people 


_ a low idea of the clergy.” Had it been ſo, I am 


perſuaded it could not have affected any who att in 
character. It has been alſo reported, that I had 
not kept the 7th canon of our church. I 
ſhall give my reaſons for what was ſaid on that oc- 
caſion (which has been miſrepreſented, ) and ſhall 
endeavour to. do it fo as not juſtly to incur the 
chews of being an accuſer of my bretbren. 
Being applied to from a neighbouring pariſh to 
wif t and inſtruct ſome poor people, the late Arch- 
deacon of = 
within the bounds of my own pariſh. At the viſi- 
tation the Doftor expreſt his Jurpriſe that I ſhould 
uot obſerve the canonical oath. - Ile affirmed, that 
all the canons were binding. upon. the clergy in con- 
ſequence of that oath. My anſwer was, that I en- 
deavoured to keep all thoſe relating to the duty of 
the clergy, and that none of them ſo confined me 


ö within the borders of my own pariſh. But, ſir, (ſaid 


T) your own conduct may be pleaded as a precedent 
For not obſerving the canons. The 75th forbids the 


clergy from playing at cards. I have ſeen you do 
this at Oxford, and it is written, he that offends

was informed that I did not keep

in one point is guilty of all. The Doctor gave 
me to underſtand he thought I did not keep within 
the rules of polite behaviour, and added no more. 

Aſter this I was ſummoned to anſwer in the biſbop' s 
court for having married a couple in the afternoon, 


which was ſaid to be contrary to 62 canon. This : 
groundleſs charge occaſioned me ſeveral long and ex- 


penſive journeys to attend the court, where I plead- 


ed my own cauſe. When I acknowledged the truth 


of the charge, the proctor requeſted that ſentence of 
ſuſpenſion might be immediately pronounced. But, 
contrary to his expettation (and I believe to the ſa- 


tigfaction of the whole court) I proved that the 


canon aforeſaid confined only marriages by licenſe 
cc to the hours of eight and twelve in the forenoon.” 
But this was by banns. The proſecution of conſe- 
quence was dropped.. Is not this then a ſufficient 
apology for my care not to deviate from the canons, 
fince all this was the conſequence Y a Juppſed de- 
viation?

1 mate no reply to the ab- 


ſurd miſrepreſentations of ſome of my expreſſions from 
the pulpit, fully perſuaded that all who have any 


dtęree of candour and common ſenſe, muſt think them 


beneath attention. I can appeal to the ſearcher of 
hearts that my aim is ſo to ſpeak that I may be ſa- 
ved myſelf and thoſe who hear me—that I may 


' finiſh my courſe with joy, and be found free from 


the blood of all men, when called to give an ac- 


count of my ſtewardſhip in the great day. If 7 


know myſelf, the proſpee of greater uſefulneſs in pro- 
mating the cauſe of Chriſt in the ſatvation of ſouls, 


was the motive for leaving my own parifs, and the 


only one that will keep me from returuing..

Ho that reads can but be ſtruck 
Vuith grief and wonder at what 
this chapter relates! Samſon, 
a judge i in Iſrael, is the ſubject of it. In 
his character met the greateſt ſtrength 


and. the greateſt weakneſs: : ſtrength of 
B body 
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body but weakneſs of mind. Biſhop 
Fall ſays, I know not which moſt ex- 
* cites my admiration, his ſtrength or 
« his weakneſs.” As a proof of his weak - 
neſs we need only read from verſe 17 to 
the text. After Delilah had by his tel- 
ling her three lies given him as many 
evident proofs that ſhe would deliver him 
into the hands of thoſe that ſought his 
life then he told her all his heart, and 
ſaid unto her, there hath not come a razor 
upon mine bead: for ] have been a Naza- 
rite to God from my mother's womb: if I 
be ſhaven then my ſtrength will go from 
me, and I ſhall become '-weak and be like 
any other man. And when Delilah ſaw that 
he had told her all bis heart, ſhe ſent and 
called for the Lords of the Philitines, ſaying, 
come up this once for he hath ſhewed me 
all his heart. Then the Lords of the Phi- 
liftines came up unto her and brought” money 
in their hands. And ſhe made him Jeep 
on her knees : : and ſhe called for a man, 
and he cauſed him to ſhave off the ſeven

hocks of his head; and ſhe began to afflift him, 
and his firength went from bim. And 
ſhe ſaid, the Philiſtines be upon thee Samſon. 
And he awoke out of his fleep, and ſaid, I 
will go out as at other times before, and 
ſhake myſelf. (But he was ſadly miſtaken! 
the chains of ſin are not ſo eaſily broken and 
ſhaken off as the new ropes.) And he knew 
not that the Lord was departed from him. 


Wuen we conſider what Samſon 
once was —a Nazarite to God, the won- 
der and delight of his parents, judging 
Iſrael in righteouſneſs, and conquering 
their enemies with his own hand. After 
ſeeing him in all this glory, to find him 
as the 21ſt. verſe informs us © in the 
hands of his enemies, with his eyes put 
out and grinding in priſon with ſlaves. ”? 
'O how are the mighty fallen! How is 
the glory and defence of Iſrael become 
the ſcorn and triumph of the Philiſtines ! 
When told in Gath and publiſhed in the 
frreets of W how do the daughters 
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of the uncircumciſed rejoice The nature 


of Samſon's puniſhment was ſuitable to 


the nature of his fin. He did not reſolve 


with Job 20 make a covenant with his eyes. 


By them he is firſt betrayed to fin, and 


now they are firſt pulled out. At Gaza 
he is firſt captivated by his ſinful luſts, 
now he is brought there a wretched cap- 
tive. The people of Gaza once faw 


him with aſtoniſhment at midnight 
bearing away the gates of their city. 


Now they ſee him 1 in his own darkneſs 


ſtruggling i in chains, All this was the 


fad conſequence of his departure from 


his God. Once the Lord's preſence was 


his ſtrength, his ſhield, his glory, his 


heaven. Now his abſence is his miſery, 


his ſhame, his reproach, his hell. By 


fad experience he might adopt the Poet's 


language,

Bor was it not better for Samſon te 
be blind in priſon than to abuſe his eyes 
with an harlot?* Was he not a greater 
ſlave when gratifying his paſſions than 
when grinding in the prifon houſe ? 
Was he not more blind when he faw 
licentiouſly than in ls preſent blindneſs? 
For till they put out his eyes, he faw 
not the nature of his crime. Now the 
Sighing of this priſoner came up before the 
Lord.

I ſhall bring the authority of Mr. Henry; 
ſpeaking of Samſon, he ſays, ©* we have 
reaſon to think he found ſome change in 
himſelf; and yet he new not that the 
Lord was departed. He did not conſi- 
der that was the reaſon of the change. 
Many have loſt the favourable preſence 
of God, and are not aware of it. They 
have provoked God to withdraw from 
them ; but are not ſenfible of their loſs, 
nor ever complain of it.
